WRECK OF THE d-OTHBNBORG. 



The following telegram was forwarded by 
our Dunedin coiTespondent on Thursday last, 
and published by us as an'“ extra”;-'' ’ 

A special telegram has been received by 
Messrs Dalgety, Rattrayj and' Co., with in- 
formation of the wreck of the steamer Goth- 
enburg, on the coast of Queensland. 

. Eleven of the passengers and eleven op the 
crew were saved. ; ! ■ 

, Ninety-nine were drowned, including the 
captain, officers, and engineers. /• ! 

. tVe take the subjoined from the Dunedin 
papers 

The following are tlie detailed particulars 
of the Gothenburg disaster, and were tele- 
graphed from Brisbane on Friday, the 6tli 
instant. The survivors from the Gothenburg, 
wrecked on the 24th February, on the Barrier 
Reef, landed at Port Denison. The drowned 
include Judge Wearing,' his Associate (Mr 
Pelham), the CVown Solicitor, the Hon. Tho- 
mas Reynolds, Dr Alilnet, Mr Wells (editor 
of the NorOiem Terriiory Tinm), and a num- 
ber of women and children. , The tale is a 
sad one, and will bring grief to many a home, i 
There is a boat containing six or seven pyr- , 
sons from the wreck not picked up yet. The 
names of- them are not known'. A boat is in 
search of them still. 

The following has just been received from 
the Harbor-master, at Port Denison “ All 
hands are known to be drowned; except 
twenty-two brought in' here, and about seven 
men who drifted away in the life-boat. The 
Bunyip has searched the islands to the lee-, 
ward, seeking the missing boat, but' unsuc- 
cessfully. Slie has now gone towards the 
wreck. The other boats went in search, but 
have returned uusucce.ssful.” 

The following lias been received, eta Rock- 
hampton, from Mr Maekay : — “The boats 
have picked up fifteen more of the Gothen 
burg’s people, and brought them in yester- 
day. The Bunyip has been sent from Towns- 
ville. There are several men said to be 
adrift somewhere in a damaged life-boat, and 
three on Holbom Island. These latter will 
be brought on to-day. It is feared that few 
more, if any, will be heard of." 

The Townsville agent sends the following ; 
— “ 1 have just come into Port Denison in 
the steamer Bunyip, cluirtered by the Go- 
vernment to search for the stirvivom from , 
the wreck of the steamer Gothenburg. We 
picked three men off Holborn Island. They! 
report that the Gothenburg struck the reef 
when under all sail and full steam. The 
captain lightened the ship forward by filling 
the casks. She swung off, and came broad- 
side on to the reef. Two boats were lowered, 
with four men in each, but the. sea was too 
heavy to keep them alongside, and they went 
astern, where they broke adrift and readied 
Holborn Island, where they were found. 
The four men who had been driven away in 
the port-quarter boat, which was smashed, 
have lived on stobirds’ eggs' and shellfish. 
All tlien went off towards' Bowen, except 
three — J. J. Fitzgerald, David Wylie, and 
William Roberts. Tlie vessel eventually 
settled down in three fathoms of water. The 
two quarter boats were capsized by a rush of 
passengers. The hast time tlie life-boat was 
seen she was driving to the east of the reef, 
her stern split, and some men iii her; ■ Four- 
teen men were clinging to the masts till Fri- 
day, when they succeeded in righting one of 
the capsized boats, and the men are now 
rescued by the Bunyip. There is no news 
yet of the rest. All the officers, stewards, 
and engineers are supposed to he lost. Tlie 
Adelaide mail-bag is lost, but the Sydney 
mail is saved.” 

Mr Todd, InspoctorTCeneral of Telegraphs 
at Adelaide, interrogated by tslegi'aph on 
Friday morning, Bums, one of the men 
rescued from the Gotlienbnrg, Ha states 
that there was no confusion on board, and 
that ovefytliing was done in order. 'Up to 
11 p.m.', the captain entertained hopes of 
getting the. steamer off, but, after eleven, 
preparations wei-e made to supply the boats 
with provisions, tarpaulins, etc. No'allenipt 
.was made to coiistrnct^a raft. The. chief 
mate of the Leichardt says that wbeii they 
visited the -wreck, everything betokened that 
the passengers and crew had loft in the boats.

..Hbakt op Oak Co. — ^T lie country through 
which the tunnel is being driven is at present 
pretty soft. The contractor got over about 
twelve feet last week, with three men. SVith 
the exception of two hard bars that arc known 
to be on the line, it is' anticipated that the 
remainder will be fair driving. ' 

The All Nations crushed a parcel of 100 
tons at Logan’s battery, which yielded about 
87 guiices. AYere it not for the great expense 
of cartage, this would pay very well, as the 
atone is easily got. They have from 30 to 
40 tons more at grass^ ready to crush as soon 
as the mill is again disengaged. 

Crown and Cross.— There is no doubt 
that the claims on this line are losing a very 
large projtortion of the gold during cmeliing 
operations, . A small quantity of blanketing 
taken to Logan’s battery, and put through 
the barrel, yielded , about pine ounces of 
amalgam. There is a large percentage of 
pyrites in the stone, the gold from which is 
alllost.. The .sulphur at the same time has 
the’effeet of flouring the silver, wliicli causes 
a great loss not only in the silver, hut in the 
gold also. . Until some means are used for 
saving the pyrites, and treating them sepa- 
rately, it will never be known what the reefs 
really yield, although it ia quite certain that 
there is a great loss. The proprietors of the 
Crown and Cross are about proceeding to 
Dunedin to arrange for the erection of ma- 
chinery on the ground, and doubtless machi- 
nery for treating and saving the pyrites will 
not be forgotten. 

Messrs Oliver and Batten are crushing 
a parcel of stone at the Standard battery, 
which from appearances is expected to go 
about lOdwts to the ton. This, although 
not a great yield, will pay very well, iis they 
have a reef from three to five feet wide, and 
being only a abort distance from the battei-y, 
the item of cartage is small. 

The Try Aoain Co. have about 100 tons 
ready for the mill as soon as Oliver and Bat- 
ten’s stone is completed. This h.as been 
taken from a deeper level, and, to judge from 
the , stone, uhoiild pay very well. All the 
reefs, as they are pi'cspected to greater 
depths, seem better defined, and the stone 
far more solid than near the surface. There 
CifP.be no doubt, so far as the Garrick is con- 
cerned, that the gold improves as well. This 
j|'puld show tliat tlie Carrick reefs have a 
^ti^e before them, and a prosperous one too.

MANAGEMENT OF MINING COMPANIES. 

To the expensive manangement of the 
mining companies in Yictoria the iinprofit- 
ablo results of many of them are attributable. 
The Ballamt correspondent of theArytes gives 
some inform.ation on this point which is not 
without application to mining in New Zea- 
land. He writes ; — “ The late mining de- 
pression, one would have thought, would 
have induced investors to make a desperate 
effort to reduce the expenses of managing 
some of the limited mining companies, but I 
presume, on the principle ot what is every- 
body's business is attended to by none, the 
same reckless expense is allowed to go on in 
many ot our mines, and what should be re- 
turned ns a profit to the unfortunate sliare- 
holders is swallowed up in tlio expenses of 
m.anagement, the wonder being that people 
are still found willing to contribute calls to 
these impoverishing apeculaticns. The last 
half-year’s returns aSord some strange con- 
trasts bearing on the expenses of mines, of 
which I shall select three as examples. Dur- 
ing the lialf-year ending the 31st December 
last, the Temperance Company, Little Ben- 
digo, crushed 4600 tons of stone, which 
yielded 1988oz 4dwt of gold, or an average 
of about 8dwt 8gv per ton, and they had out 
of this £6160 in dividends. The Duchess 
Company, only on a small scale, had crushed 
for the same lime 2017 tons stone, ■which 
yielded ClQoz 7dwt of gold, an average of 
about ^dwt lOgr, and they had £316 in divi- 
dends. Now mark the contrast, 'flio Hero 
Extended Company crushed 3983 tons of 
stone, which yielded 1564oz lOdwt, averag- 
ing about lOdwt 6gr, but paid no dividends 
stall; and yet they are next chum to the 
Temperance, have the same lode, and very 
nearly the same country, and wliile their 
neighbour has paid oyor £5000 in dividends, 
they show a. balance-sheet with a debit of 
! (jvef £3009 against tho company, showing 



that iheyha^e dona liltlA tow'afds fed'uoin^ 
their debt. The Duchesi Company appears 
to beioue that maybo phidontly foUowed b4 
an example by many more in Ballarat East. • 
The managcment is so satisfied that- they willr 
oventoalijl ’ strike 'tome fine ■ lodes ' at deep .

holders in some of our owii companies niay, ' 
take profit out of the hints given above. 



■ GENERAL ITEMS. 

The number of miners’ rights issued to the' 
Cliineae in Westland for the year 187-4 was in ' 
all 874. '■ - !7. 

The quartz crushed at the Thames from 
January 17 to February 21 amounfed to 6978 
tons, yielding 7853 ounces of gold, showing 
an increjise bver"tlie previous month of 3248 
tons and 4640 ounces of gold. . 

The Wealth of Nations mine, at Inanga- 
hiia, is turning out magnificent yields of 
gold. The local papers report that crushing 
was eommeiiced on Monday, the 16th ullinick 
and the plates were scraped on Saturday, the 
20tli, with a yield of 391 ounces of amalgam 
for the five days. The' plates were aoain 
scraped on S.aturday, the 27th, with an aSdi- 
timia! yield of 484 ouncos of amalgam, or 
875 imnccS off the plates alone tor cloven 
days’ crushing. 

Nova Scotia does not make much noise in 
the world os a gold-producing country, but 
unobtrusively it exports a considerable qnan-' ' 
tityof the precious metal. In a period of 
about four years, its gold production Was 
close upon a million sterling, the greatest 
portion of which was obtained from quartz 
veins, aud over a hundred tliousand pounds' 
worth from alluvial workings. Some of the 
mines Itave yielded well, as for instance 
£34,000 for one year from tho Tudormino 
in 1366 : whilst others have ag^gated dur- 
ing the time they have been working £80,000. 
£36,000, £72.008, and £62,000. The whole 
of the worked claims do not exceed 1800 toet 
in length. , 

At Hokitika, on the 8th instant, Connolly 
and party .applied to the Warden for a pro- 
specting claim foruiew ground discovered by 
them in the vicinity of fialihau, about four 
miles from Hokitika, Tlie Warden granted 
tho application. The prospectors state that 
they b.ave been prospecting for g, month 
have Biiuk a shaft oyer 40 feet deep, and 
struck washdirt 7ft thick, with gold throu'ffi- 
out, which yielded Id wt. to seven dislifnls. 
This is considered a very good yield, and the 
ground has been mailed by a large number 
of diggers. It will be a week or so before 
the value of the adjoining claims is known 
The prospectors arc sanguine of the discovery 
being a new le.ad. 

In driving along the old bed of the river in 
the Oleiigonner Company’s mine, Lauriston 
Victoria, a complete tree, brandies, trunk 
and all, bas been met with at a depth of 120 
feet from the surface, 'lyhilst the form of 
the tree, the trunk of which was from 2 feet 
to 2i feet in diameter, was very distinctly 
traceable, tho wood itself 'was entirely decom- 
posed, and resembled rotten charcoal. , 'Seve- 
ral portions of the decomposed timber were 
found to contain gold, which had penetrated 
to some distance from the original surface of 
the tree. 

We (SaciwtieiUo Ee(ord) were shown a 
model of Cowes and Johnson’s new quartz- 
crusher, for which its inventors claim great 
superiority over all other mills in nse. it 
consists merely of a large wheel or drum 
twelve feet in lieight and eighteen inches 
face, to weigh twenty tons, revolving in ^ 
bed or trough a trifle wider than the face of 
tho wheel, made of segments of the hardest 
iron. This 'wheel is revolved by gearing 
placed near its outer circumference, worked 
by steam or other pow er. It is calculated 
that the weight of this wheel (twenty tons) 
rolling over any ordinary rock will crush it 
at once fine enough for amalgamating pur- 
poses, or at least as fine as it usually comes 
from the stamps of tlie common stamp-mill. 
We need hardly say that if this mill will do 
what is claimed for it, it will revolutionise 
quartz mining entirely. Tho comparative 
cost will be about one-tenth that of the stamp 
mills now in nse for the same capacity in 
tons. One, of these mills is now in course of 
construction in Front and North streets, and 
is to bo completed in about five weeks, when, 
its proprietors expect to demonstrate it# 
practicability, '

37.14 S. 'At '12;26, the 
weather was fine, with the wind blowing a 
light breeze. The deponent had chaVgo of 
the first watch, and was relieved at midnight 
by the chief officer. The vessel was barely 
steering. About a quarter of an hour before 
tpidnight, defendant went carefully round the 
" upper deck, over the poop and forecastle. 

■ All was well, and there was no smell of fire 
'* nr any other matter to attract attention. 
'../Deponent had.been below about three-quar- 

/ ters of an hour when he was aroused by a crv 
of fire. He jumped out of his berth, and 
rushed on deck undressed. He met the 
master at the cuddy door, in liis shirt. The 
master ordered deponent fiirnard to enquire 
the cause of the alarm. ■ Deponent rushed 
forward, and saw a dense smoke coming up 
from the fore-cabin. The chief officer was 
getting tile fire-engine to work, and the pas- 
sengers and crew were all mailing cm deck. 
The cry was that the fire was coming up from 
about the boatswain's locker. Deponent re- 
turned and assisted the master to endeavour 
to get the vessel about, but she had'no steer- 
age way. In a tew minutes flames came op 
the forecastle, and the foresail was hauled 
up. The vessel now came up head to wind, 
which drove the smoke aft, the flames burst- 
ing up the fore-hatch wav The master sent 
for deponent, and asked if it was possible to 
get volunteers to see where the fire was. It 
■ was impossible, as the smoke was sufTocatiag, 
and deponent asked the master if he should 
put the boats out, and the master sa'd, “No. 

' b'ltdowhat yon can to put the fire out." 
Tho foremost boats by this time caught fire, 
and the flames were now coming up the main 
hatch way. Deponent sent men to clear awav 
the boats on the sides. The starboard qnar- 
t irboat was now lowered, and about eightv 
— mostly women — put in. The davits bent, 
with their weight, apd asHhe boat touched 
the water, she turned over, and the peo]ile 
were all drowned. BencooiJS and other 
moveables were thrown over, but it was of 
no avail to save their lives. He now stationed 
two men at the port boat to prevent anyone 

■ lowering it except by the m.aster’s order. The 
officers now made an attempt to get the long 
boat overboard, but there was too much con- 
fusion to get proper help. Her bows caug’nt 
fire and stie w.as abandoned, and there was a 
rush for the port lifehnat, which was lowered, 
and about thirty or forty people got into her. 
Deponent slid down and got on bo;ird bv the 
fore-tackle. The boat was kept clear of the 
ship. The chief mate and a female jumped 
overboard and were picked up. By the time 
the boat got to the rear of the ship, the 
mainmast fell overboard. Shortly afterwards 
the stem blew out, then the mizzen-m-ast 
fell. After first sneaking to the master, de- 
ponent pot the signal ammunition thrown 
overboard. At daylight, the starboard life- 
boat was found full of people. Deponent 
heard shouts from the officer to take charge 
of her. He got alongside and took charge.
